American’ vice-consul at ’' Saltillo, 


whose arrest there by Federal offi- 
cials and detention for many days 
brought vigorous protests from the 
state department’ af! Washington, ar- 
rived at Vera Crugpyesterday from 
Mexico City, bearing passports is- 
sued ‘by the Brazilian minister. The 
vice-consul made the journey from 
the capital without an escort, and he 
was not molested. ‘ 

Describing briefly his trip from 
Saltillo to Mexico City, the vice-con- 
sul says: “The journey from Saltillo 
to Ban Luis Potosi, which ordinarily 
requires twelve hours, took seven 
days on account of frequent interrup- 
tions by the Constitut.onalists. The 
railroad and telegraph iines were 
badly damaged, and there were three 
engagements, in which a number on 
both sides were killed or wounded. 

“The intention of the Conatitution- 
alists appeared to be to isolate Sal- 
tillo by cults. the only lines of com- 
cunication, and foreing the evacua- 
tion of the city. When I left (altillo 
on May 14, it was reported that Gen- 
eral Joaquin Maas had 10,000 or 12,- 
000 men in or near the city. The 
Constitutionalists did not then seem 
prepared for an attack, 

“IT was kept in confinement by Gen- 
eral Maas in the penitentiary at Sal- 
tillo for twenty-one days.’ 

Consul Sillman refused to discuss 
the taking of the state department 
code book from his office by General 
Maas, but it is learned from other 
sources that the Looks were not re- 
turned when the consul was released. 
Mrs. Sillman is still in Saltinno under 
the protection of the British congul- 
ate. Her husband apparently feels 
no anxiety regarding her safety. 


FOUR LOST WITH SCHOONER

The stay resulted in a flurry of oil 
stocks in Mdmonton yesterday. 

Listed for the last few days at 
prices ranging from $6 to $10, Un- 
ited stocks changed hands rapidly at 
from $12 to $16. By that time the 
rumors of a strike had spread, ‘and 
holders of the stock refused to sell at 
any price. Extravagant offers were 
made in one or two Instances, but, be- 
cause of the uncertainty, and the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining authentic inform: 
ation from Calgary, there was little 
trading. 

Other stocks were affected to a 
lesser degree, but there was a disposi- 
tion on the part of both buyers and 
sellers to await further news from 
the fields,

COMPTROLLER OF KINGS 


HOUSEHOLD DENOUNCED 


Lord Sayee, Direct Descendant of Magna Charta Barons, Respons- 
ible for Leading Astray Veteran Officer of Army in Oon- 
nection With Arm, Canteen Scandal 


London, May, 27.—Somo scathing re- 
marks were uttered today by Justice 
Darling in reference to Lady Sayee, 
comptroller of the King's household 


and direct descendant of one of. the 
twenty-five barons entrusted with the 
enforcement by King John of the pro- 
visions of magna charta. 

The incident occurred at the O14 
Bailey where sentence was pronounced 
today on the nine British army officera 
and eight civitian employces of Lip- 
tons limited, who were charged with 
conspiraay to offer or accept bribes 
‘in copmection with the allotment of 
army canteen contracts. 

Lieut.-Col. Whitaker, of the second 
Yorkshire regiment, the highest in 
rank of the prisoners, was: sentenced 
to slx months’ imprisonment. Whita- 
yer pleaded for mercy. The gray- 
haired old veteran, who has served the 
British army for thirty-eight years, 
broke down and said he had acted on 
the presumation of Colonel Fienness, 
now Lord Sayee, who was then lieu- 
tenant-colonel of the Royal Scots Fu- 
sililers. Justice Darling, referring to 
Fienness’ letter which, Whitaker de- 
clared, had led him astray, said: “The 
letter shows sad decadethce from the 
traditions of a great family, I, myse'f, 
if IL belonged to such a family, would 
starve rather than get my living 
cadgeing for orders for beer, Fien- 
ness’ letter invited Lieut.-Col. Whita- 
ker to use his good offices in behalf 
of a firm of brewers. 

By his position as comptroller of 
the King's huuseho}i, Lord Sayee is a 
member of the British government. 
John Cansfield, general manager and 
director of Liptons-limited ,and Archi- 
bald Minto, formerly f&head of the 
military department of the same firm, 
were ‘each fined $2,500. ‘The six less- 
er civilian defendants were fined $250 
each. 

The other military defendants were 
bound over to come up for judgment 
if called upon. 

The attorney-general in closing the 
case for the prosecution, remarked 
that it was only fair to Sir Thomas 
Lipton to say that #o far as the prose- 
cution knew there was no document 
and no evidence which suggested in

sides those who had been brought be- 
fore the court, should be prosecuted,
